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Farming For Profit 


An imaginative cartoonist the other 
day gave his idea of what farming may 
some day be like. He showed a farmer 
sitting in front of a large control 
board covered with switches, blinking 
lights, dials and gauges. This was the 
cartoonist’s idea of push-button farm- 
ing of the future. His over-all concept 
was pretty far-fetched, of course. Even 
for the year 2000. 

Few, if any, farmers of this genera- 
tion will ever get to the point where 
they can sit at a desk and push buttons 
to get all farmstead chores done. But 
more and more automation or mecha- 
nization—-whichever you want to call 
“es becoming an economic necessity 
in moving hay, grain and silage in and 
out of storage and in handling such 
waste materials as bedding and manure 

It’s just a matter of dollars and cents 
You can’t afford to do chores the hard 
way any more. Time means money 
in farming just as in any other business 
Great savings have been made in man 
hours in the fields. But progress 
around the farmstead hasn't kept pace 
Much of the labor you're now saving 
in the fields with modern equipment 
may be wasted handling feed and 
manure. Farmstead chores, in fact, 
have become a bottleneck in the over- 
all drive toward more efficient, more 
profitable farming. To break this 
bottleneck, college agricultural scien- 
tists and farm equipment manufactur- 
ers are devoting a vast amount of time 
and money to research and develop- 
ment. And they're making progress 
Well-engineered silo unloaders, barn 
cleaners, bale carriers, automatic bunk 
feeders, mechanical unloaders and 
conveyors now are available. 

You can get models to fit practically 
any farm set-up—the one you have 
now, or the one you're planning. Such 
equipment has many advantages. Take 
silo unloaders, for instance. A silo un- 
loader will save 20 minutes a day in 
feeding 40 head of dairy cattle, accord- 
ing to Lynn Brooks of the University 
of Wisconsin. And the more you feed, 
the more time you save per head. 
Brooks points out that even frozen 
silage can be removed with an auto- 
matic unloader. In warm weather, 
small amounts of silage can be fed 
without spoilage because the silage is 
removed so uniformly. Still another 
advantage, says Brooks, is safety—you 
climb the silo only to adjust the dis- 
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charge spout, remove the silo doors, 
and grease the unloader 

Time spent in barn cleaning can be 
cut by some 75 per cent with an auto- 
matic cleaner, according to a survey 
made in Wisconsin. Similar time sav- 
ings are made possible by auger-type 
bunk feeders. This feeder can be in- 
stalled in most good, sound bunks, 
either in the shed or in the open lot 
One big advantage of augers over 
other types of feed distributors: augers 
don't freeze up in winter. 

The over-all importance of the 
es possible efficiency around the 
armstead is pointed up in a study of 
244 Eastern dairy farms. On these 
farms it was shown that manual 
methods of handling silage, bedding, 
manure and feed concentrates took 
nearly five times as many man-hours 
as more efhcient machine methods. For 
manure, the difference was about 10 to 
one. To cut labor time in baled hay 
handling, Cornell University recom 
mends using a mechanical mow dis- 
tributor and gravity filling of feeding 
racks or wagons. For ground-level 
storage, fence-line feeding is sug- 
gested 

In loose-housing systems, chopped 
hay can be self-fed from storage, 
mechanically fed, bunk fed from self- 
unloading wagons or fed from self- 
feeding racks 

Silage handling—-whether it’s grass, 
legume or corn silage—can be com- 
pletely mechanized Unloading 
wagons, blowers, or elevators can take 
care of storage. To remove silage, the 
mechanical unloader does the job in 
vertical silos. A hydraulic scoop on 
your tractor takes care of horizontal 
silos. These pieces of equipment de- 
liver the silage to the bunk feeder or 
feeding wagon. For grain and concen- 
trates, bulk handling and an auger 
conveyor do the trick 

How do you know whether you can 
justify spending money on new labor 
saving equipment? Studies at Purdue 
indicate that if a machine saves you 30 
minutes a day, and you value your 
time at $1.50 an hour, you can afford 
to spend as much as $1,750. But no 
matter what equipment you buy or 
how much you spend, you'll get more 
for your money if you think of your 
whole farmstead operation as a ‘'sys- 
tem.”" Your equipment and your 
structures are not unrelated objects 
They're all part of your over-all system

you're going to get top efhciency 

In your farmstead system, farm 
engineers suggest, you should make 
every effort to 

8 Eliminate unnecessary operations 
Example: Manual distribtion and pack 
ing of silage in a vertical silo as it is 
filled is no longer considered necessary 
by some researchers 

2. Reduce distances. Example: Feed 
and bedding should be stored as close 
as possible to where you plan to use 
them 

3. Use gravity wherever possible 
Example: Dropping hay into a feeder 
from an elevated mow 

4. Use hands efficiently. Example 
Hands are more effective in operating 
mechanical controls than handling 
forks and shovels 

5. Let livestock 
Self-feeding 

6. Plan operations in sequence 
Example: Arrange facilities to cu: 
down by-passing and back-tracking 

7. Handle feed in bulk. Bags, 
buckets and baskets are symbols of 
inefhiciency.

8. Mechanize major operations

Q. At what age should a dairy 
heifer be bred? 


A. On the Purina Farm, we do 
not regard age as the deter- 
mining factor. Heifers are bred 
according to body weight, re- 
gardless of age. Holsteins are 
bred at 750 pounds, Guernseys 
at 550 pounds. Jerseys should 
be bred at 500 pounds. Well 
over 2,000 calves have been 
raised on the Purina Farm fol- 
lowing this breeding program. 
Normally, Purina-fed Hol- 
steins reach this breeding 
weight by the time they are 15 
months old. 


Q. | have had mastitis in my 
herd for the last 10 to 12 years 
and can't seem to get rid of it.
